The Moscow radio said Soviet 


Russia's prime minister appeared 
to tremendous applause on tho plat- 
form at the Bolshol Theater where 
the day's birthday events concluded 
with a cheering demonstration. 


Stalin's appearance 
highlighted 
the celebration which opened with 
leaders of world Communism voic- 
ing a flood of oratorical tributes 
to their generalissimo. 


.China's Muo^TierTanfe'^'maklh^ 
.his first known trip'from his home- 
land, was the first speaker. He de- 
scribed Stalin as the "teacher and 
friend of the people of the entire 
world." The Soviet Union, he said, 
is the "Bulwark of democracy and 
peace."

He gave no Indication of seeing 
them but drove on away. He wait- 
ed five minutes, then slipped up to 
the back door of the jewelry store 
and there was a man trying to 
gain entrance to the place. 


He had a canvass sack of tools. 
He had already opened a door of 
steel bars and was working Intent- 
ly on an Inner door. 
"What are you doing?" Farqua- 
her asked the man. 
' "Just resting," said the stranger. 
"What do you have in the sack?" 
Farquaher inquired. 
The stranger started 
walking 


off down the alley adjoining 
the 
store, 
Farquaher called to him, 
.three times, to stop and then the 
night watchman drew his gun., 
At that moment, a second man, 
an accomplice hidden in some near- 
by bushes, fired at Farquaher. 
wa" '" a.mess then," said the 
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residents were utterly destitute a, 
few weeks ago. 


There had been no work In the 
community since its only mine 
closed down in March for lack of 
orders. 


Thin, scantily clad children be- 
came faint in school for lack of 
food. Some families had subsisted 
for weeks on a diet made up main- 
ly of potatoes and apples. 
Then the plight of the town and 
its 80 children leaked into the out- 
side world. 


Soon trucks loaded with food and 
clothing started bumping their way 
over the narrow mountain road to 
Shallmar. The packages were sent 
from all sections of tho country. 
Hundreds of toys arrived and the 
malls brought letters from each 
of the 48 states. Many contained a 
coin or a check. More than $3,000 
is on hand now. 
It will be used to assure hot 
lunches for the children. 
In all six and one-half tons of 


clothing and foodstuffs have-been 
sent to Shallmar. 
. That would have been enough to 
carry the community for a long 
time. 


But Christmas is coming and 
many families of nearby Maryland 
and West Virginia communities al- 
so have been facing a cheerless 
yule. 


So Shallmar is dividing its gifts 
with less fortunate neighbors. 
Seventy 
neighboring 
families 
have received Shallmar food bas- 
kets in the last day or two. The 
children of 30 families have been 
clothed from Shallmar stocks. 


Many toys are being repaired by 
the men of the town. They will be 
sent to mountain homes where 
Christmas stockings would have 
been empty. 


Shallmar has given so much that 
there is Just enough food left for 
the weekend. 


But this is a, big weekend. The 
folks here are glad they have had 
a chance to spread the spirit of 
Christmas.

Fleming said he was Innocent of 
any wrong doing. He made his state-

.the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion filed charges Sept. 26 before 
the U. S. commissioner In Paris. 


Tho indictment charged the set- 


ting up of fictitious accounts to bn 
used to conceal and carry out con- 
spiracy, and the transfer of trust 
funds to these accounts.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—UP)— 


Mllitarv scientists are considering 
the possibility of planting robot 
electronic fifth columnists in an 
enemy city to steer a guided mls- 
sle» to a target. 


A hint of this was continued in a 


pamphlot issued today by the de- 
fense department's research 
and 


development board. It is a new edi- 
tion of the "glossary 
missile terms," 


of 
guided 


The reference was tucked away 
in a technically-phrased discussion 
of "semiactlve homing guidance" 
in which a missile seeks out a tar- 
get which has been "illuminated 
from a source other than tho mis- 
sile." 
i 
As untangled from such complex 
phrasing in explanation by one ex- 
pert, this means that a missile fol- 
lows a radar beam from a trans- 
mitter either located In, or pointed 
at, a city or factory. In the case 
of pointing, the radar beam is aim- 
ed at the target and reflected off 
at an angle. Tho missile 
would 
"ride" the beam of this reflected 
radar Impulse and then blast the 
target with an atomic or conven- 
tional warhead. 
The "suitcase" transmitter to Il- 
luminate the target for ,tho electron- 
ic eyes of the approcahing missiles 
could be deposited by agents. 


However, variations of this plan 
also are possible, among them the 
use of a "pathfinder" plane to fly 
high above and beyond an enemy 
city. A whole fleet 
of 
missiles 


could be headed for the target, fol- 
lowing 
a radar beam sent back 
across the target by tha pathfind- 
er plane.. 


Scientists are making progress 


toward 
development of missiles 


which will reach across oceans or 
continents, but there has been less 
progress toward attaining a mls- 
sllo which could pin-point even 
a 
large city at those ranges. In the 
final phase of flight, a device 
to 


"home" the missile In to the exact 
target will be required. 


Some Signs Suggest Happy 
New Year For Consumers 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 22.—UP)— 
There were some signs today of a 
Happy New Year ahead for con- 
sumers—with money more plenti- 
ful, a drop expected in pork and 
egg prices, and the easiest install- 
ment terms since tho war. 


The good news for those who like 
ham and eggs came yesterday from 
the Department of Agriculture. It 
reported 
prospects 
of a record- 


breaking peacetime pork supply in 
1950, along with a possible eight 
to ten-cent-a-dozen drop in the cost 
of eggs. 


The Federal Reserve Board fol- 


lowed that up today with a report 
that: 


1. "The tendency seems to be to- 
ward progressively easier terms for 
all borrowers" who are buvlna; 


goods on the Installment plan, 


2. It expects an expanding mon- 
ey supply next year. This includes 
bank deposits (both checking and 
saving) and. currency In circula- 
tion. It will be swelled by large 
public outlays by federal, state and 
local governments—made with the 
use of bank loans since tax Income 
doesn't cover the cost. 


It is probable that consumers will 
continue to pay the same rate of 
Income taxes and also the cost of 
steel products and coal is expected 
to rise.

Around tho State Department, > 
where every aspect of Russian life 
Is put under the microscope some 
odd facts have been turned up 
about the official Russian • attitude 
toward Christmas. 


Tho theme, authorities here said, 
Is to be found in the "Large Soviet 
Encyclopedia" which ,in the 1941 
edition declared; 


"In tho Soviet Union the celebra- 
tion of Christmas by believer* is 
a most harmful reactionary survivr 
or of the old capitalist-past. Like 
every religious holiday, Christmas 
Is kept alive and supported among 
backward groups of workers by 
reactionary religious prejudices." , 
In tho early years of the Soylet 
regime, an attempt was made to 
end the Christmas celebration com* 
pletely. 
The sale of 
Christmas 
trees was forbidden and the famili- 
ar"'ornaments and decorations of 
the season were not offered In Rus- 
sian stores.

Truman Still Seeking Repeal Of 
Tail-Hartley Act In Next Congress 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
Repeal of the Taft-Hartley act 
still Is president Truman's No. 1 
objective In the labor field. 
But 
Democratic leaders In congress 
say they look for the law to stay 
on the books through 1950. 


Mr. Truman's lieutenants at the 
capltol have Indicated clearly they 
plan to advise the president it 
probably would be futile to try 
again for repeal—or even drastic 
revision of the law—at the new 
session opening Jan. 3. 


Thus repeal appears almost cer- 


tain to be one of the stormy 1s- 
sues of next year's congressional 
election campaigns, just as It was 
In the presidential and other con- 
tests in 1948. 


The Truman Democrats aren't 


unhappy about that. Many 
of 
them feel the party's chances for 
success at the polls will be en- 
hanced if the Taft-Hartley argu- 
ment can be put to the voters 
again. 


Repeal advocates have contend- 


ed all along that Mr. Truman's 
election 
and the overturn last 


year 
of Republican control of 
congress constituted a mandate 
from the people for the scuttling 
of the Taft-Hartloy measure. They 
are working for a big enough 


margin In the senate and house In 
1951 to achieve it. 


The administration lost its fight 
for repeal at the last session be* 
cause a big bloc of Southern Dem- 
ocrats lined up with the Republi- 
can opposition, while only a few 
Republicans voted with the Tru- 
man Democrats. 


The OOP foes of repeal, led by 
Senator Taft of Ohio, have ar- 
gued that the majority of the 
vooters want the essentials of 
the Taft-Hartley law kept. 
Taft himself, whose campaign 


for election next year already is 
in high gear, says he has found 
that many 
rank-and-flle . Ohio 
workers are against erasing the 
present labor law. He soys many 
of those who do want it repeal- 
ed "have a prejudice against it, 
growing out of labor newspaper 
propaganda," 
The dim prospects for repeal 
this year doont' mean Mr. Tru- 
man will not ask for it in the 
State of the Union message he 
Is preparing for congress. 
Both 
sides expect a renewed demand, 
and there may even be a stir to- 
ward carrying It 
out—one 
to 


which the Democrats' can point in 
the congressional campaigns.

There has been quite a 


flurry of interest around the 
charge that Senator Edwin 
C. ' Johnson of Colorado, 
m e m b e r of the Congress- 
sional Atomic Enery Com- 
mittee, accidentally reveal 
ed an important atomic se- 
cret in a radio interview. 
The officials in charge of 
atomic secrecy will proba- 
bly see to it that we never 
know whether it was some- 
thing important which slip- 
ped from the senator's lips, 
which may be a little hard 
on the senator but is neces- 
sary to safeguard other se- 
crets. 


But the incident suggests 
that our atomic secrets are 
not being kept as cleverly as 
might be. A person who 
really -wants to keep a se- 
cret- is careful to say noth- 
ing, about it, to betray no 
special interest in any shreds 
of the secret which may 
leak out, and to display only 
innocence if someone sug- 
gests that he has a secret. 
In short he makes every ef- 
fort to avoid attracting the 
notice of anyone who may 
be searching for his secret. 


We Americans, 
on the 
other 
hand, 
continually 


make a great noise about 
our secret. Now this person 
an'4, now that .one is accus- 
ed of giving away some part 
of the secret, and those who 
are charged with guarding 
it have been frequently call- 
ed to make public account of 
their custody of the secret. 
A veritable spotlight is kepi 
on the1 secret and almost 
every man who 'knows an 
important part of it. This is 
, the 'way a small girl "keeps" 
a secret, the possession ol 
which brings her no pleas- 
ure unless someone Is trying 
to worm it out of her. 


Probably it is time to sorl 


through the whole basket of 
atomic secrets and 
decide 


which ones can be let oul 
and which ones should be 
kept. Those which need to 
be kept should be put under 
effectivef: wraps and 
kept 
there.

Their plight is only one 


small phase of the disrup- 
tion in the life of a commu- 
nity which can be caused by 
scarcity of water. Everyone 
knows that water is a ne- 
cessity to human and other 
life. A point often overlook- 
ed is that it is also neces- 
sary to most of the indus- 
trial and other activities of 
our complex modern life. 


These-many uses of water 


are the reason why we are 
using water faster than na- 
ture provides it. They also 
are an essential reason why 
we must plan ahead to pro- 
vide the best possible sup- 
plies of water and to get the 
most effective use from it 
perhaps filtering it after one 
use so that it, can be used 
again. We cannot get along 
without water. We cannol 
even curtail our consump 
tion of it very much unless 
w>- are willing to trim down 
our scale of living.

THE WISDOM OF TITO 


Tito's feud with Russia is 


not of recent origin, accord- 
ing to Mi S. Handler, New 
York Times correspondent 
in Yugoslavia. It goes back 
as far as 1943, when Tito 
insisted on organizing a pro- 
visional Yugc3lav govern- 
ment on the strength of his 
victories over the Germans. 
The Russians wanted him to 
wait, presumably until they 
could spare troops to take 
over the country. As Ger- 
many was still almost at the 
peak of her strength, the 
Russians could ' hot 
insist, 


and Tito had his way. Sig- 
nificantly, the Russians did 
not recognize his govern- 
ment until some tinie after 
it had been accepted by the 
United States and Great 
Britain. 


Tito perhaps was wise. If 


he had not seized power 
when he did, he might nev- 
er have attained it. Yugo- 
slavia might then have been 
a completely subdued satel- 
lite state of the Soviet Union, 
like Hungaryjind- Bulgaria.

RUSSIA 


Qne problem which the 


Russians have not solved is 
that of conversation at ban- 
quets and other public oc- 
casions. Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, our former ambassa- 
dor to Moscow, whose mem- 
oirs have been appearing in 
the New York Times, says 
that most topics are taboo. 
Even the weather has lately 
been classified as an official 
state secret. Every other top- 
ic is dangerous, for it might 
reveal a non-orthodx point 
of view. So, says Gen. Sim'th, 
the banquets drag on in 
dreary silence.

nay be affected by a meeting of 
Mexican governors (similar to the 
one held here recently), a state- 
ment In Congress, a bank loan, 
the discovery of an oil field in 
South America or the Near East, 
a traffic accident In Monterrey, or 
the lives of foreign students at 
Navarro Junior College, the Uni- 
versity of Texas or Southern Meth- 
odist University.

At this point in the discussion, 


Mr. Rubottom 
paid tribute

who has been stationed in Bogota 
for two and one-half years as a 
petroleum engineer.

called by the speaker were the 
stimulation of private effort 
as 


the most Important factor In po 
litical, economic and social pur 
loses; nonintervention In the In 
ternal or external affairs of any 
American Republic; freedom of In 
formation 
and the development 


of free exchange in all fields; the 
perfection of regional and univers- 
al arrangements for maintaining 
international peace, and the pro 
motion of the economic, social anc. 
political welfare of the people o 
the American Republics.

Bishop offered the list in re-

president, joined in a community-wide campaign to .repair and re- 
build Santa as quickly as possible so that the thousands of visitors 
during the week-end will not be disappointed. 
Giant Santa At Kerens Attracting 
Much Attention Thronghont State 


Kerens, Texas, this week, made 


Its claim for having the largest 
Santa Glaus in the world when it 
unveiled its 42-foot model of St. 
Nick. The huge Santa was conceiv- 
ed and produced through co-oper- 
ation of Kerens Chamber of Com- 
merce officials and Kerens citi- 
zens. 


Howell Brlster, Chamber of Com- 


merce manager, is'the father of the 
thought that brought about the 
huge Santa and he said it took 
about two weeks to construct his 
brain child. 


Weighing about 
1,500 pounds, 


Santa was assembled and dressed 
while lying prone on the ground, 
and was raised by a Texas Power 
and Light Co. construction crew. 
Dimensions of 
Kerens' 
Santa 


Glaus fo^ow: 


He is 42 feet tall and 26 feet 


around his middle. His shoulders 
are 14 feet wide and his legs are 
27 1-2 feet long. His arms stretch 
out for 13 1-2 feet, and his feet 
measure 84 inches. His head, four 
feet wide and five feet high, weighs 
200 pounds. Baylor University art 
students designed the face. 
His beard, made of 100 feet of 
1 1-4 Inch rope, was really a com- 
munity venture with nearly ev- 
ery citizen helping to 
unravel 


the seven-foot strips, The strips 
wore placed in 
barber 
shops, 


beauty parlors and stores, and 
as customers waited they unrav- 
eled. 
Santa's uniform was made from 


171 yards of red, white and black 


oil cloth. The white, plywood but- 
tons are nine inches in diameter. 


The uniform is red with white 


trim and black belt and boots 
The belt is 14 inches wide and has 
a buckle 18 by 24 inches. 
Kerens' Santa is built on » 


steel frame. Merchants and busi- 
ness men scoured nearby oil 
fields and 
gathered 
structural 


steel. Members of the Veterans 
school and shop, hoaded by H. L. 
Ivy, II. K. Henley and 
Cncll 
1'arkor built the framework. 
When the Chamber of Commerce 


decided to build the Santa Glaus 
it was decided to construct the 
figure to scale. Two six-foot men, 
O. S. Spurlock and Hardy Mayo, 
were chosen as the models. Two 
were chosen because the job of one 
of the men necessitated his being 
out of town and C. and C. mem- 
bers wanted one model on hand 
at all times. 


Santa was constructed on a 7-to- 


1 ratio. The models' feet were one 
foot long, Santa's are seven. 
The shoes and hands were con- 


structed by C. C. Speed and uni- 
form measurements were provid- 
ed by Mrs. Ernest Gray. Mrs. Ku- 
by Howell, Mrs. Edna Lang, Vi- 
olet Johnson and Woodrow Mas- 
sey, all employed at the Brogan 
and Jennings Manufacturing Co., 
made the uniform. 
Kerens' Santa Is located on a 


downtown intersection and stands 
many feet above the nearby houses, 
Floodlighted at night, St. Nick has 
attracted thousands to this Navar- 
ro couny community.
